TUB COAL ISHTSS OF OHEAT 
• BRITAIN. 



Any facts pertaining to coal will be 
read with interest by East Coast read- 
ers, where the prosperty of the people 
rests in tho main on that useful re- 
source. We therefore venture to sum- 
marize from a Blue-book of nearly 500 
pages, containing the reports made to 
the Home Office by Her Majesty's In- 
spectors of Mines, in pursuance of tho 
Coal Mines Regulation Act. Accompa- 
nying these reports are summaries of 
tho statistics for the twelve districts in- 
spected, showing the aggregate number 
of persons employed during tho year 
above and below ground in tho coal, 
fire-clay, ironstone, and shalo mines of 
Great Britain and Ireland. The first 
summary shows tho number and ages 
of tho malo porsons employed both 
above and below ground, and also tho 
number and ages of the females em- 
ployed above ground, together with the 
quantity of mineral raised in each of 
tho twelve inspected districts. It ap- 
pears that in the aggregate 19-1,391 
persons wore employed in and about 
tho mines already mentioned herein. 
Of theso 395,025 were employed under- 
ground, and 99,366 (of whom 5,378 
were females) employed abovo ground ; 
thus showing, as compared with tho re- 
spective numbers employed during tho 
year 1876, a decrease of 20,141— name- 
ly 19,46-i males and 677 females. Tho 
second summary gives tho mining pro- 
duce oither in districts or counties; by 
which it appears that 134,179,968 tons 
of coal, 1,813,541 tons of fire-clay, 
12,014,356 tons of ironstone, and 838,- 
395 tons of shale, etc., were produced 
in the mines classed under the Coal 
Mines Act, including tho quantity of 
iron pyrites, etc., found in working 
theso mines, which is separately given 
in tho respective districts to which tho 
latter remarks apply. Comparing tho 
abovo quantities with tho output of 
1876, an increase is shown in coal of 
54,802 tons; fire-clay, a decrease of 
258,442 tons ;' ironstone, a decrease of 
145,224 tons ; and an increase of 205,- 
739 tons in the quantity of shale, 
etc. Summary number three con- 
tains an account of fatal accidents 
and lives lost during the year 1877 in 
and about all tho mines coming within 
tho scope of the Coal mines Regulation 
act. The fatal accidents amounted to 
864, and the deaths occasioned thereby 
reached 1,208, showing an increase, 
when compared with the summary of 
1876, of 25 in the number of acci- 
dents and 275 in the number of lives 
lost. No. 4, the last of the summar- 
ies classed .under this act, shows the 
proportion which the accidents and 
deaths bear to the number of persons 
employed and tho quantity q£ mineral 
raised. It appears that on the aver- 
age during the year under review there 
was one fatal accident among every 
572 persons employed in and about the 
mines, and one death by accident 
among every 409 persons employed; 
and that sor each fatal accident, 172,- 
276 tons of mineral were got, and 123,- 
217 tons for each death by accident. 
During the year 1876, of every 613 
persons employed there was one fatal 
accident and for every death by acci- 
dent 551 persons were employed. For 
the year 1877, one accident has to be 
recorded for every 572 persons employ- 
ed, and one death to every 409 per- 
sons employed. In 1876 the larger 
quantity of 177,580 tons of mineral 
were wrought per accident, anil the 
larger quantity of 159,688 tons per 
death. In giving a synopsis of the 
summaries, and afer making compari- 
son with those of the preceding year, 
it should be stated that while the re- 
turns show a diminution in tho number 
of persons employed, there was also a 
decrease of 154 mines at work, and 
that the quantity of mineral raised is 
smaller than that of 1876 by 143,125 
tons. 

OUTDONE BY CANADA. 

Correspondents of tho United States 
press say that Canada has completely 
outstripped the Americans in the value, 
beauty and arrangement of their ex- 
hibits at tho Paris Exposition. Tho 
Canadian Commission has caused a 
large globe to be printed on the tickets 
appended to contributions, and on this 
globe Canada appears to swallow up the 
greater portion of North America. 
This is shrewd, says the writer, and 
one cannot help admitting that it is 
rather humiliating to find the United 
States outdone in shrewdness by her 
comparatively feeble neighbor. In the 
Canadian section great attention has 
been paid to one feature, which is al- 
ways of prime importance at exhibi- 
tions, and which the United States 
almost entirely neglected on this oc- 
casion. I allude to the use of photo- 
graphy for displaying and explaining 
the resources and peculiarities of a 
country. A largo space has been fitted 
up with walls, on which ' hundreds of 
photographs show the peculiarities of 
Canada in a very comprehensive man- 
ner. A Frenchman or a German can 
step into this quarter for an hour, and 
come Out with such a comprehension 
of tho character and capacity of tho 
country as ho could get in no other way 
save by travel.

Wo aro informed 
that tho rock in question was actually 
crushed in quartz mills, and the results 
obtained aro therefore the evidence of 
much richer oro than had the rock been 
assayed. In assaying, tho whole of tho 
metals contained' in a specimen aro ex- 
tracted, but in milling some 25 per cent, 
always escapes. Wo aro pleased to bo 
ablo to make this correction, and trust 
that the quartz of Cariboo will turn out 
fully as rich as the promoters of mining 
enterpriso ever hoped. — Standard, yester- 
day.

Eaverly's Minstrels. 

Thoso who were present at the first en- 
tertainment given by Haverly's minstrels 
at Theatre Royal Last evening were afford- 
ed a treat, not only musical but in overy 
othor respect, which has seldom beon their 
fortune to enjoy. The house was crowded 
in all parts, and from tho manner in 
which the audience applaudod it was per- 
fectly apparent that tho talent displayed 
by every niembor of tho company was 
thoroughly appreciated. The programmo 
commenced with a well solocted overture 
by the orchestra which was immediately 
followed by a song, "Darling, I willComo 
Again," very sweetly and faultlessly ren- 
dered by Mr. J. Rapier. By way of con- 
trasting tho pathotic with the ridicu- 
lous it is natural to supposo that 
tho noxt song — " Johnny's Appeal to 
His Mother " — was allotted to Mr. 
Goo. Thatcher, who is possessed of 
an immenso fund of dry humor and an 
unlimited stock of re}>artee. His song 
elicited sovoral encores and kept tho 
audionco convulsed with laughter. A 
ballad, "Tho Tempest," was then given 
by Mr. H. W. Boo with vory good taste, 
it being followed, after a number of jokes 
and witticisms hot ween tho "end men" 
and Mr. Freeth (conversationalist), by an 
exceedingly laughable song by tho monarch 
of mirth— Billy Pico. Tho name of tho 
ditty — Her front name waa Hannah — 
suggests the absurdity of many 
of its verses, which wore re- 
ceived with unbounded satisfaction by 
tho audieuco. In a musical sonso, how- 
ever, perhaps tho gem of tho sovoral solos 
given was "Baby Mine" exquisitely sung 
by Mr. T. B. Dixon, who is tho tenor, or 
moro properly speaking tho counter tenor, 
of tho California quartette. Mr. Dixon 
has a voice unusually clear and of vory 
rare compass. His rendering of tho song 
mentioned olioited moat emphatic applause 
which was well merited. Tho first part 
of tho programmo terminated with an ec- 
centricity entitled "Oxygen" and after tho 
briefest of interludes tho second part com- 
menced with a banjo solo by Billy Carter, 
who descantod on tho philosophy of lovo 
and other intricate but popular thomos. 
Then caiuo Welch and Rico in an original 
sketch, tormod The Sweethearts, which af- 
forded these unrivalled artists an oppor- 
tunity of - displaying to tho audience 
several vory difficult dances, interspersed 
with duots and a variety 'of comicalities. 
The oration on that momentous problem 
— tho Silver Question — delivered by Billy 
Rico, was ono of the bcHt features of tho 
entertainment, and as it embraced a num- 
ber of original ideas, aa well as most 
laughablo oratorical errors,, proved highly 
amusing to tho audience, no less, and, 
probably, no moro than did Thatcher's 
songs and sayings in his album of 
comicalities. Both were excollont and it 
would be difficult to decide which tickled 
the risibilities of tho audience tho moro of 
the two. Tho California quartetto, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Roo, Dixon, Rapier and 
Freeth, rondered several very beautiful 
vocal selections. They aro without doubt 
tho best malo quartetto over present in 
this city and tho manner in which "Moon- 
light on tho Lake" and "Goodnight" wero 
given was convincing evidonco that many 
hours of practice together with natural 
talent could alonoattain to such perfection. 
Tho vocalists wero hoartily encored. Aftor 
a mimicry of tho quartette by the Four 
Strangers, a vory faithful representation 
of an aged darkey with so"ng and danco 
was given by Frank Cushrflan and then tho 
entertainment terminated with a comical 
sketch, entitled The Two Tramps, in which 
soveral members of tho company 
again convulsed tho audience and tho 
sagacious and highly-trained dog Fan as- 
sumed an important and tenacious part.

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION IN PARIS. 



At Loast a Hundrod Persons Eillol. 



FULL DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 



[Puris Correspondence of tho "London Times".] 

From tho details now to hand somo 
idea may be formed of the nature and 
extent of the disaster, which it was im- 
possible to obtain amidst the confusion 
and consternation of the first moment. 

The explosion took place at five min- 
utes to eight o'clock, that is to say, at 
the Paris dinner time. The detona- 
tion was not very loud, and tho shock 
felt irujjtho Quarter was more like that 
of an earthquake than anything else. 
This fact will bo explained by tho -way 
in which the explosion occurred. 

At first the inhabttants on rushing 
out of their houses thought the Prince 
Eugene Barracks had been blown up 
but as the smoke and dust cleared up, 
flames were seen shooting up from the 
Rue Beranger, which lies at the Angle 
of the Rue Turbigo and the placo du 
Chateau d'Eau. It was at No. 22 in 
tliis street where the catastrophe had 
had happened. The house, which was 
several stories in height, was found 
blown to the ground a heap of ruins. 
It was inhabited by several tradesmen 
and a number of privato families, 
among them a M. Blanchon, a manu- 
facturer of toy cartridges, who had his 
premises on tho ground floor. 

As soon as the first panic was over, 
the work of putting out tho firo and 
rescuing the victims was begun, but it 
was some time before proper measures 
could be organised owing to the alarm 
and confusion that prevailed. 



Tho explosion had broke nearly all 
tho windows in tho Quarter, and ono 
large linen drapery firm, known as tho 
Pauvre Jacques, which stands at the 
corner, was much damaged and many 
of the employees wero wounded. Tho 
neighbors, fearing another explosion, 
began to movo their chattels. People 
rushed about tho crowd in search of mis- 
sing friends whom they feared were 
among tho victims. In Bhort, tho scone 
was ono of tho wildest dismay and 
excitement ; but as the troops of tho 
barracks turned out and tho police 
arrived somothing like order was re- 
stored, and tho steam and hand fire- 
engines wero set playing, wdiilo a body 
of troops and firemen wero told ofF to 
rescuo tho victims from the ruins. 

This dangerous task was rendered 
all tho moro dangerous and difficult by 
tho suspicion that further explosions 
would follow ; but the men sot to work 
most nobly, and as tho poor creatures 
wero receovered— eomo dead, othors 
dying, all fearfully mutilated — they 
wero convoyed to tho nearest chemists 
and hospitals, accompanied by their 
weeping and despairing families. 

About half past nine tho suspicion 
of tho authorities was verified, and a 
second explosion occurred, bringing 
down tho walls of tho contiguous 
houses. This caused another panic 
for tho moment. Tho rescuers left, tho 
ruins of No. 22 and devoted them- 
selves to tho inmates of tho neighbor- 
ing buildings, who were happily saved. 
Many of tho women had fainted from 
frjght, and wero brought down in tho 
arms of tho firemen. Others tore up 
their sheets and blankets and mado 
ropes to descend with. Ono poor old 
man who had been paralyzed for years 
was rescued just as tho floor of his 
room was about to fall in. Three little 
girls, who had boon locked up whil etho 
mother wont out to fetch somo bread for 
dinnor, wero found playing in an attic 
unconscious of tho danger which sur- 
rounded thorn. Many othor striking 
escapos occurred. 

At length, as soon as tho neighbour- 
ing property had been rendered secure, 
the troops and firemen returned to tho 
ruins below, but tho work of rescuing 
the bodies was now again interrupted 
by tho flames, which broke out afresh 
towards midnight. However, in spite 
of tho danger, the pompiers wero truo 
to their traditional courage, and coolly 
accomplished their duty. Many of 
them wero wounded and burned, but 
as far as present known I am happy to 
say none of them lost their lives. Tho 
firo was not extinguished till tho oarly 
hours of tho morning. 

All night tho rescuers worked at tho 
ruins, beneath which tho groans and 
shrieks of human beings were audible. 
The difficulty of getting at them was 
great, and most of them died from fright 
or suffocation before help could reach 
them. 

The next morning two moro small 
explosions took placo, wounding sever- 
al of the mon at work, and it is be- 
lieved that a quantity of explosive mat- 
ter still lies at the bottom of the smoul- 
dering ruins. 

Tho preciso number of victims is not 
known, hut it cannot fall far short of a 
hundred. 

Tho house No. 22, where the explo- 
sion took place, was inhabited by twen- 
ty-eight families, composed in all of 
about a hundred persons, men, women 
and children. Most of them havo been 
recovered either dead or wounded. The 
remainder aro missing. 

On tho ground floor of the house 
thero was also a restaurant, which is 
said to have been full of customers in 
the middle of their dinner when the ex- 
plosion. happened. Many persons pass- 
ing in the street at the timo aro also 
thought to be among the victims. A 
cabman was killed but his horse escaped. 

How the accident occurred will perhaps 
novor bo fully known, as those capable 
of throwing any light on the matter 
were killed outright. It is said, how- 
ever, that M. Blanchon, a toy maker, 
had just received a large quantity of 
fulminating powder for the 'manufac- 
ture of his toy cartridges. It was the 
custom to store the explosive matter in 
the collar, and it is surmised that tho 
servant, in fetching up somo wine for 
dinner, dropped her lamp. 

Great surprise is expressed every- 
where that the town authorities should 
allow such a dangerous trade to bo 
carried on in the midst of such a dense- 
ly-populated district as the Temple 
Quarter, and a strict enquiry is de- 
manded. 



Appalling Ship'OTScka. 

A Storm in the Bay of Buoay Drowns Three Hun- 
dred and Twenty Fisherheh.— Forty Widows and 
Two Hundred Orphans in One Small Viluoe. 



A correspondent of tho London A r ews 
writes from Madrid, April 23: — A ter- 
rible disaster occurred in the Bay of 
Biscay last Saturday. It was holy 
week, and for soveral days the fishing 
boats had not left their ports. The 
nets had beon hung out to dry, and tho 
men loitered about to look on tho quaint 
processions of Good Friday. Tho 
weather had been very fine during tho 
earlier part of the week and on Satur- 
day the sun rose gloriously on a quiet 
sea. Accordingly, beforo eight o'clock 
tho sails of the fishermen of Biscay 
studded the horhon. By mid-day tho 
breezo shifted to the northeast, and a 
line of clouds appeared far away in the 
horizon. The sea rose very fast and 
the waves increased on tho sands. Gulls 
and.other birds began to sweep along 
tho surface of the wator with their pe- 
culiar cry. The sky grew overcast ra- 
pidly and then tho fierce 'noroste,' the 
northwester of Basquo ballads, began to 
howl and rage in a manner which made 
tRfe bravest hearts quake. People 
gathered on the piers and on tho rocks 
to gaze at tho approaching squall,which 
came On with rain, hail and sleet, hid- 
ing the sea from viow and driving all 
to thoir homos, When the squall was 
over crowds of women and children 
flocked around tho dismayed authori- 
ties and despairingly complained of the 
post captain having allowed the boats 



to leave. In vain did the officials pre- 
test that they had no reason to supposo 
that the beautiful morning would end 
with a squall. In vain did they say 
that thoy had no power to prevent tho 
men going on their expedition. Heart- 
rending cries were heard, and still no 
news came, until it was reported that, 
on some beach, three shipwrecked boys 
had been found. Thon planks and 
baskots washed in, and larger vessels 
which had weathered the storm brought 
in the dismal tale. Tho ovening waned 
and some boats moro fortunate came 
in, only to increase tho agony of tho 
bereaved with certain details of tho 
destruction of thoir comrades. Santan- 
dar had lost seven largo boats and five 
smaller ones, with 67 mon and boys. 
Othor places in tho samo Provinco had 
during the night reported about 25 
boats lost, with crows varying from 
four to eleven hands. Biscay, however, 
had suffered most, and the excitement 
in Bilbao was intenso on Sunday, as 
telegram after telegram came in from 
tho alcaldes on tho coast Off Capo 
Machichaco, well known to all vossels 
ontering tho Bilbao river, tho squall 
had been most violent. Elanchovi, with 
300 inhabitants, lost 59 men and 8 
boats; Lcquietio, Deva, Ondorros, and 
Plencia, each lost 3 smacks. At the 
head ofthocasuality list stands Bermco, 
tho picturesque and lovely little town 
situated near the cape; 100 of its fisher- 
men perished in 1 5 boats. Tho alcalde 
of tho place telegraphs that tho misery 
and grief of tho wretched families aro 
terrible. More than 40 widows and 
200 children in a town of 1,800 inhabi- 
tants, are mourning this great calamity. 
Details have not yet been received from 
Asturias and the Galiciau coast. Tho 
official telegrams report a total loss up 
to yesterday of 320 men and boys in 
about 90 boats of different sizes. Tho 
local authorities have taken steps to re- 
lieve tho widows and orphans, and for 
that purpose subscriptions have been 
raised in Bilbao, Santander, and Mad- 
rid. For tho most pressing require- 
ments the government telegraphed to 
place 5,000 pesetas, about £200 at the 
disposal of tho governors of Bilbao arid 
Santander. The Basques residing in 
Madrid have formed a committee to re- 
ceivo subscriptions and forward the 
samo to the Provincial authorities. 
Little wreckage has beon cast ashore 
by the sea, and no trace is left of the 
fishing fleet of Biscay. 



Australia. 



The Governor of New South Wales, 
in his Bpeech proroguing Parliament, 
congratulated the country that the esti- 
mated revenue will be fully realized. 

Tho Now South Wales new Land 
bill, laid on tho table, gives additional 
facilities to selectors, allows families to 
take up contiguous acres without resi- 
dence for each, also permits persons in 
towns to take up selections without res- 
idence conditions but improvement con- 
ditions. 

A row in the Sydney Legislature oc- 
curred during which "the lie" was free- 
ly given, and ono McElhone crossed the 
floor and threatened to striko soveral 
members. He was adjudged guilty of 
contempt, and, on apologizing was lot 
off. 

The Sydney exhibition is a failure. 
The opening of the museum and library 
on Sundays is very popular, and both 
places arc well attended. 

Soveral heavy commercial failures 
aro reported in Ballarat and Colling- 
wood. 

The Colonial Secretary has informed 
tho Governor of New South Wales that 
England did not contemplate annexing 
the New Hobrides. 

A large meeting of the unemployed 
was held in Melbourne, May 20th. 
They afterward waited on Mr. Berry, 
who said that tho want of employment 
was caused by the tactics of capitalists 
and moneyed men, who were defeated 
at tho hustings. He promised to pro- 
vide temporary employment, trusting 
afterward to the sanction of Parliament.

Grey, the Premier and former Govern- 
or, the Maori King and his councillors 
feel reconciled to the Europeans. It is 
probable that Rewi, the fighting goner- 
al of the Maori's during the war, and 
for whose bead §5,000 was offered, a 
dozen years ago, will accept a seat in 
tho Legislative Council of the colony. 

Now Zealand experienced little of 
the business depression so severe in 
Australia, last year, and consequently 
its finances are flourishing, despite an 
enormous expenditure on the construc- 
tion of railroads, public works and the 
promoting free immigration from Eu- 
rope. 

It has been resolved to fortify the 
four principal ports of New Zealand, 
the colonists undertaking the job. 

The renowned nativo Chief Hapu- 
ku is dead. 



Hawaiian Islands. 

The Queen's Fair, under the patron- 
age of their Majesties and Mrs. Bish- 
op, was opened June 2nd. The arrange- 
ment and management wero faultless. 
The attendance was large, the elito of 
the city lending their presence. 

On tho 29th of May His Majesty 
the King formally received Mr. Glade, 
tho German Consul, and Captain 
Paschen, and officers of His Imperial 
Majesty's corvette, Leipzig, which is on 
routo for J apan. 

The debate in the Legislative Assem- 
bly, on the report of the Committee on 
Finance, has certainly developed tho 
fact that there are two sides to the con- 
troversy. From present indications, 
the Committee on Finance will have an 
up-hill job to make good, by proof, 
their sweeping charges against the Min- 
isters, 

At Waliiawfl, Kauai, on tho 16th of 
May, tho Hon. Duncan McBiydo, 
Circuit Judgo of Kauai, died aftor a 
lingering illness.
